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1 . A pharmaceutical composition comprising: 
an acidsatt-ofa sympathomimetic amine; and 

at least one combination inhibitor, said combination inhibitor selected from the 
group consisting of an amino-pojymer, a salt of a transition metal and combinations 
thereof, 

wherein each said combination inhibitor is^ksingle component and is present in 
amounts sufficient to interfere with the isolation of-said sympathomimetic amine 
and to interfere with the conversion of said sympoathomimetic amine to other 
pharmacologically active compounds without significantly alterincMhe release of 
said sympathomimetic amine from said pharmaceutical composition as^eornpared 
to the undenatured composition.

The pharmaceutical composition according to^elaim 1 further 
comprising at least one reaction inhibitor, wherein said reaction inhibitor is present 
in amounts sufficient to interfere with the conversion of said sympathomimetic 
amine to other pharmacologically active compounds without significantly altering 
the release of said sympathomimetic amine from said pharmaceutical composition 
as compared to the undenatured composite

comprising at least one separation/Inhibitor, wherein said separation inhibitor is
